Terrific and Disastrous Hail Storm. 


in the West, visited the town of Dwight, ia Liv- 
ingston County, on the line of the St. Louis, 
Alton & Chicago Railroad, last Saturday. The 
facts are scarcely credible, but we vouch for 
their correctness as stated below: The hail 
stones were like pieces of cut ice, and sgme of 
them were seven inches indiameter. They feil 
ia perfect torrents, striking down cattle, men, 
shrabbery and crops as if beaten down hy a 
shower of stones. Thousands of acres of corn 
that wus getting slong finely, with the protoise 
of an excellent yield, were cut down as uf by 
reapers, and rendered a total loss to the farmers. 
Orchards were stuipped, and gardens and oat 
and wheat fields beaten to the earth. 

Mr. John C. Spencer, who owns @ large farin at 
Dwight, inforas us that he had-240 acres of cornu, 
«hich is all ruined ; also 560 acres of wheat and 
110 acres of oats, which met the same fate. 
Scarcely a whole window pane can be fouitd iu 
the town, all baying been broken by the bail. 
Window sashes and roofs were algo in many cases 
badly cut and split. The cattle that happenad to 
ve in the fields at the time, had gushes cut into. 
their flesh inches in length. and we heat of at 
least one man who was se badly cut and bruised 
by the heavy hail stones that he is laid up, and 
not expected to live, 

After the storm, we are assured, the carte was . 

completely covéred with bail, inches in =. 
How far the storm extended has net yet 
ascertained, but it appears to bave passed sineen 
the St. Louis Railroad about three miles, but how 
far trom the road on citber side we are not ad- 
vised. The amouut of damage done in the 
immediate vicinity of Dwight alone, is estimated 4 
at thousands of dollars. 
We leara from Sterliog, Whiteside County, that 
“on the same day a bail storm, similar to the above 
in its character and effects, visited that vicinity, 
doing vast damage.

LETTER OF MR. FIELD TO THE PRESID ENT, 


Queen Victoria to Send the First Message. 


Troury Bar, N. F,, Jaly5, 
To the Associated Press: ” 

The Atlantic Telegraph Fieet sailed from 
Queenstown on Saturday, July 17th. Arrived | 
at’ mid-ocean on-Wednesday, the 28th; made | 
the splice at 1 P. M. on Thursday, the 29th, 
then separated, the Agamemnon and Valorous 
bound to Valeotia, Ireland, and the Niagara aod 
Georgian for this place, where they arrived 
yesterday, and this morning the end of the ca- 


It is 1,693 nautical or 1,950 statue miles 
from the telegraph house, at the head of Va- 
jentia Harbor, to the telegraph house at Bay of 
Bulls, Trinity Bay, and for m re than two-thirds 
of this distance the water is over two miles in 
depth. 

The cable has been paid out from the Aga- 
memnon at about the same speed as from the 
Niagara. The electrical signals sent and received 
through the wifole cable are perfect. The ma- 
chinery for paying out the cable worked in‘ the 
most satisfactory manner, and was not stopped 
a single moment from the time the ate was 
made until we arrived. 

Captain Hudson, Messrs. Everett and Wood- 
house, the Engin , the Electricians, and offi- 
cers of the ships, in fact every man o2 board 
the Telegraph Fleet, have exerted themselves 
to the utmost to make the expedition success- 
ful, and oy the blessing of Divine Providence it 
has succeeded. After the end of the cable is 
landed and connected with the land line ot tele- 
graph, and the Niagera has discharged some 
cargo belonging to the Telegraph Company, she 
will go to St, Johns for coal, and then proceed 
at once to New York.
